Thomas E. Dewey accused 


each other of helping Communism yesterday as the 1948 
election campaign approached its climax, 


With election day only six days 
away, both major candidates 
slugged it out toe-to-toe in one 
of the most direct battles of the 
Campaign. 

The President 
dominantly Catholic 
nounced Communism and “the 
Godless creed it teaches. He said 
he has fought it at home and 
abroad. and will “never sur- 
render.” 

He said Republican charges of 
Communist infiltration into his 
administration were “a malicious 
falsehood,” and compared it with 
“their appeals to religious preju- 
dice against Al Smith in 1928.” 

Mr. Truman asserted Commu- 
nism is more likely to get a foot- 
hold in America if the Republicans 
win next Tuesday's election be- 
cause that will bring “the danger 
of another major depression.” 

Dewey, his GOP rival, charged 
in a Cleveland speech that Mr. 
Truman, perhaps unwittingly, was 
echoing Communist propaganda 
“that America is 
boom to bust.” 

Suggesting the President might 
be acting from a desire to “stay 
in office at all costs,” the New 
York Governor said this was 
“tragic” and predicted the Demo- 
crats will.be “resoundingly re- 
pudiated by the American people 
at the polls.” 

He aitacked the administration 
for making “tragic concessions” to 
the Russians. He said if he is elect- 
ed he will not permit the United 
States to be “isolated and en- 
gulfed,” but ‘‘we shall stand firm- 
ly with the other free nations.” 

An estimated 50,000 persons 
greeted Mr. Truman when he ar- 
rived in Boston to duplicate the 
late President Roosevelt’s repudia- 
tion of Communist support in the 
same city during the 1944 cam- 
paign.

Crisis Nears in China 

China has been at war for so many 
weary years that news of fresh disaster 
there is received with apathy, Yet, as this 
country seeks to determine how best to 
spend the $125,000,000 provided by the 
Foreign Assistance Act of 1948 to be spent 
in military aid to China and a larger sum 
of $275,000,000 for economic assistance, 
disaster nears. 

There seems little doubt but that the 
next six months will see either a reversal 
of the present Nationalist defeats or the 
fall of the Chiang Kai-shek government. 

Within the past two weeks the Chiang 
government has lost two important cities, 
at least 1,000,000 soldiers, and has been 
depleted in its already small store of 
prestige. 

As every old China hand knows, the 
frustration of the Chinese situation is 
that the Chiang government is itself so 


Vishinsky's Sore Spot 


Soviet Delegate Andrei Vishinsky rose 
to a great display of indignation in deny- 
ing British and American charges in a 
UN committee that Russia is guilty of 
holding in subjugation a vast army of 
slave laborers. 


Vishinsky loves to prattle about the 
relatively few cases of inequalities among 
peoples of the Western world, but slave 
labor, in which human beings are treated 
as cattle and literally worked to death, is 
a sore subject. 


We of the West do not deny there is 
much injustice in our lands. We admit it 
freely and are working as best we can to 
eliminate it. But our inequalities are open 
to inspection of anyone, including repre- 
sentatives of the Soviet Union. We also 
would be inclined to listen to any objec- 
tive and sincere proposals for eliminating 
them. 


Can the Soviet Union say as much? 
Has any foreign visitor ever been allowed 


of a Republican organization wiping out 
farm support measures.

But Mr. Dewey, looking at the popular 
vote, will not be able to say he has a 
mandate, but only that a confused Ameri- 
ca has given him an opportunity to dis- 
sipate that confusion by an honest effort 
in behalf of the whole country, putting 
aside the pressure of special privilege.

it cannot hold the full respect, confidence 
or support of the anti-Communists. The 
country is gripped by runaway inflation. 
The people have no confidence in Chiang. 
The army morale is low and will be lower 
after the failuré at Changchun, where 
the army and civilian population lived as 
did the people’of Vicksburg or Stalingrad, 
existing on rats, grass, roots, bark and 
so on, until the Communist army at last 
captured the city. The army was let down 
by Chiang’s government. Attempts to sup- 
ply it by plane were even more futile 
than the German attempt to supply its 
Army caught in the Stalingrad pocket. 

Certainly the new administration: will 
have as one of its major tasks the re- 
examination of aid to China and the swift 
implementation of whatever decision 
grows out of that re-examination. 


to visit the Russian slave camps? Slave 
labor, driven 16 to 18 hours a day and 
given barely enough food to keep alive, 
is constructing huge armament works and 
cities beyond the Urals. The Kremlin, of 
course, has never given out any informa- 
tion on such atrocities, but a few slaves 
have escaped and found refuge in this 
country and Britain. Their stories of abuse 
and degradation are terrifying. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, speaking for the 
United States, and Christopher Mayhew, 
replying for Britain, were perhaps too 
charitable to Vishinsky. Mr. Mayhew, on 
the basis of refugee reports, put the num- 
ber of enslaved humans in Russia at 5,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000. The latter figure, we 
believe, would come nearer being the 
minimum. 

If Vishinsky really believes his vigor- 
ous denial of the charges, why doesn’t he 
persuade his government to permit an in- 
spection tour by representatives of the 
United Nations?

Along a 
Mountain Road 


s 
This little boy and I walked up the road. It 
was a mountain road, lonely and still. It ran 
, like a river in that it followed the contour of 
the valley and the curving hills. 


There was never a sound save those that are always within 
nature. Nature is never silent. There is always in it the noises 
of earth. On the desert it may be the thin, dry sound the blow- 
ing sand makes as it lifts and blows across the stretching miles of 
emptiness. It may be the gentle hissing of wind in the grass or the 
tiny voices of insects or the splash of a stream, but there is always 
sound and movement. So we walked along and there was the 
pleasant chatter of a smal! stream crossing the road and splashing 
on rocks by its side. There were four rowdy robins, strangely 
large there in the quiet brush; their shadows heavy as they flew 
through the rays of sun that cut slantingly through the trees. 
There was a small gray bird, with white at its throat, lingering 
late in the mountains where the chill of Winter was snuffing about, 
waiting only for the stubborn warmth of an October sun to fade 
before it put down its iron hand. 


Color Around each bend the colors changed. There was Van 

Gogh yellow where the puny sprouts of chestnuts grow 
from the bases of the great dead trunks of the blight-killed old trees. 
There was the brilliant red of the bearded sourwood and the heavy 
tan of the tassles. There was the heavier yellow of the hickory and 
the varied flames and hues of the oaks and maples. 


Now and then, when we stopped, there was always the immedi- 
ate impression of stillness giving way soon to the sounds. Far 
away a dog yelped. Deep in the woods a squirrel barked. Some- 
where in the depths there was the sound ‘of something running, 
a dog or a fox or maybe a hunting coon. There always is some- 
thing to be heard. 


Back in the woods was a dead tree, sour with many 
rains and the fermentation of its acids, its starches and 
its thin fats. Its heavy, musty, sour smell, thrust itself across and 
along the road. The smell of wet leaves, of moss; the pleasant, 
nutty smell of acorns and hickory nuts long on the moist earth; 
the fresh smell of clean air all were a part of the road. 


There was the track of a shod mule in it and the pointed print 
of a deer. It might have been a wilderness road. It could have 
been a road such as troops marched on in the sixties. It was 
such a road as came into being in the sixties, when the oxen 
began to give way to the horse and mule. 


2 The mountains are coming back. The chestnuts 
Mountains are gone. But where man ruthlessly logged out 
the poplar, the hickory and the oak there are young trees. There 
are abandoned mountain farms back in the hills. The cabins 
are fallen in and the weeds and the bushes are taking the once- 
swept yards. The mountain farms are still in the valleys, but the 
relentless pressure of economics have forced most of them out.

WASHINGTON—As the Presidential campaign: passes into the final home stretch chief interest | 


lies in the size of the majority Gov, Thomas E. Dewey will pile up in the electoral college and the 


outcome of the hotly contested battle over control of the Senate.

others who make a close study of Presidential campaigns. Estimates as to the size of the electoral 
vote the GOP candidates will poll range from around 300 to upwards of 400, with 266 needed to win. 


Based upon a last minute survey made by 
its correspondents in the various states, The 
New York Times gives Gov. Dewey a minimum 
of 333 electoral votes, President Truman 90, 
and the Thurmond-Wright Dixiecrat ticket 38, 
with 70 votes from seven states in doubt. Henry 
Wallace is given none. 

This seems to be a fair appraisal of the 
situation, except that many observers are 
inclined to give President Truman the edge 
in most of the states listed by The Times 
as doubtful. The State put down as doubtful, 
for example, include Texas with 23 votes, 
Tennessee (12), New Mexico (4), Montana 
(4), Minnesota (11), Maryland (8), and 
Florida (8). 

Mr. Truman, according to the same calcula- 
tion, is held sure of carrying only ten states: 
Arizona (4), Arkansas (9), Georgia (12), Ken- 
tucky (11), Missouri (15), Nevada (3), North 
Carolina (14), Oklahoma (10), Rhode Island (4), 
and West Virginia (8). 

Virginia is the only Southern state given 
to Dewey by the Times canvass, although Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Maryland and Florida are listed 
as debatable. Unless there is a Republican sweep 
greater than anything that can be foreseen at 
the moment, however, it would be surprising 
to see Mr. Truman lose many of these normally 
Democratic strongholds. 

As for the Dixiecrat ticket, nearly everyone 
agrees that the only electoral votes it will collect 
will be from the states of Alabama (11), Lou- 
isianha (10), Mississippi (9), and South. Caro- 
lina (8). It would not be expected to get even 
these, but for the fact that by political chicanery 
and otherwise the door has been closed to reg- 
ular Democratic electors appearing on the ballot 
if most of the four states.

Tourist Attraction 


Editor Constitution: A restored New Echota, 
near Calhoun, Ga., the ancient capitol of near- 
legendary Cherokee Nation of Indians, would 
be an ideal tourist attraction. A Cherokee 


Orleans, the “Ante-Bellum Days” of Natchez, 
the “Heldorado” of Las Vegas, the “Common 
Glory” of Williamsburg and the “Lost Colony” 
of Monteo, N. C., could fill the strained coffers 
of Georgia. 

It was the Cherokee Indians who determined 
to stand on their rights from the Treaties of 
Hopewell in 1785, and Holston in 1791. The 
Cherokees did not desire to yield any more land 
to the State of Georgia after 1825. On the other 
hand, when Georgia, in 1802, ceded her western 
land (now Mississippi and Alabama) to the Fed- 
eral Government, ‘she received the promise that 
all Indians should be removed peaceably and on 
reasonable terms. But, a quarter of a century 
later the Cherokees were still there. In 1827, 
the Indians declared themselves an independent 
and autonomous nation which covered North- 
west Georgia and part of Alabama and Ten- 
nessee. John Ross was President of the Chero- 
kee Council. 

Georgia became disgusted with the Chero- 
kees and their government, claiming that the 
Cherokee Nation, as the Indians called their 
new country, was still part of Georgia. Later 
the State annulled all laws made by the Chero- 
kee Nation. The Cherokees appealed to the 
United States Court and the courts upheld the 
Georgia rule over the In- 
dians was to be void and the judgment a nullity. 
Georgia ignored all the Supreme Court’s action, 
President@@ackson, an old Indian fighter, per- 
suaded the Cherokees to yield to the State for 
$5,700,000 for reservations in the West. A bit- 
ter legal battle was engaged between the Chero-

kee Nation, the State of Georgia, the President 
and the Supreme Court. At this juncture, in 
1829, gold was discovered near Auraria, Lump- 
kin County, Georgia, on the east boundary of 
the Cherokee Nation. The stampede took no 
cognizance of Federal Treaties, rgia Laws 
or Indian Rights. Finally, in 1836, the Chero- 
kees yielded to the State of Georgia and many 
immediately departed for the West while others 
stubbornly remained on their rights. Some 
Cherokee officials were massacred for betray- 
ing their own people when they sold the Chero- 
kee Nation. In May, 1838, with the aid of the 
U. S. Army, the Georgia militia expelled the 
reluctant Indians by bayonets, thus closing the 
darkest pages of Georgia’s history.

Grotto's Mysteries 


Editor Constitution: Very few men in Eng- 
land and, with the exception of the —, 
perhaps not one man in America has ever 
of the most remarkable national treasure of the 
British Isles, the so-called Grotto on the Dane 
Hill in Margate Kent. Not only is it a treasure, 
but it is the only one of its kind that is, so far, 
known in our days. The Grotto is an under- 
ground passage of serpentine shape, some 70 feet 
in length, leading to a square chamber, presum- 
ably the shrine of some religious cult. The 
Grotto is not the product of some natural forces; 
the excavations are, unquestionably, man’s work. 
It was first discovered by accident in 1835. The 
walls of the passages and of the chamber are 
covered with exquisite mosaics of shells, inlaid 
in the chalk. The natural questions, What is it? 
Who did it? When was it done? have not been 
answered to this day and, it seems probable, 
will remain so for ever and a day. . 

The mosaic designs represent apparently the 
sun, the moon, the stars, the Three of Knowl- 
ege; two horned serpents with triple tongues; 
a headless figure holding a cup; another figure 
with an elephant’s trunk, and several times, 
a heart within a heart. All these figures are 
framed in flowery ornamentation, composed of 
millions of minutest shells of various kind and 
color. 

The hieroglyphics of the Pyramids of Egypt, 
the clays of Hammurabi, the bilingual inscrip- 
tions of the Newton Stone in Scotland have been 
deciphered by painstaking archaeologists; but the 
shells of the Grotto offer no apparent scripts. 
They are pictures, not writings—no commen- 
taries to the pictures. 

Mr. Horace Bridgewater, a member of the 
Archaeological Society in Kent, England, has 
studied the designs of the Grotto and the his 
torical data on the prehistorica!] relics in modern, 
scientific treatises. In his elegant brochure, the 
Rydal Press, Yorks, Eng., the writer has con-. 
densed a vast amount of fascinating information 
on the pre-Roman history of Britain. It is estab- 
lished today that St. George of England, St. 
Andrew and St. Patrick, as also the British Lion 
and Unicorn, are all of Phoenician origin. Mr. 
Bridgewater assigns the mosaics of the Grotto 
to the same remote period of the Phoenicians’ 
invasions and trade in Britain. This, it should 
be noted, was also reported in the oldest British 
chronicles. 

Interest in the hidden truths of archaeology 
has been growing steadily in the U. S. Will a 
quick Englishman or a quicker American suc- 
ceed in reading the artistic symbols of the Grotto? 
Mr. Bridgewater’s: wonderful book is on sale in 
England for our 50 cents. It should have its 
place not only in all our college and public 
libraries, but also on the shelves of private read- 
ers who are alive to the boundless mysteries of 
prehistorical research.

Johnston Succeeds Where Diplomats Fail

this Johnston stole into Moscow, dumped his 
brief-case on Molotov’s desk and sold those 
Soviets an incredible bill of goods: Namely, 20 
standard Hollywood movies, showing that we 
Americans are not, either, capitalistic slaves. 

More amazing still is that fact that Super- 
salesman Johnston got cash at the old box 
office in the form of genuine American dollars. 
He also sold a batch of movies in Yugoslavia 
while he was about it, and put on the dotted line 
some prewar orders in Czechoslovakia. 


Just back from Moscow with a Soviet 
head cold, he dropped over to the semi- 
annual meeting of the Society of Motion 
Picture Engineers to report on his sales cam- 
paign behind the iron curtain. He is, as 
you know, President of the Motion Picture 
Association. But he’s a salesman first and 
he got to worrying about the total lack of 
business in the Russian territory. So he 
packed his sample case with photos from 
Hollywood’s current epics and hot-footed 
over there. Turned out the Russians were 
waiting for him. 


Last year they only made 87 movies. This 
year they'll produce still fewer and they’ve got 
20,0000 movie theaters to keep in double bills. 
They need Hollywood more even than Holly- 
wood needs their business. That was an ideal 
situation for Salesman Johnston. 


He sat down with the Minister of Cinema- 
tography and they worked out a deal. Johnston 
sends the Russians 100 movies. They choose 20 
(which presumably do the least damage to their 
ideology). If they don’t like the idea of Betty 
Grable and cuties using a technicolor chocolate 
cake for a dance floor, they can cut that out. 
They may chop out any scene they want, but 


they can’t add anything of their own. This 
means, for instance, that they can’t make Clark 
Gable join the Communist Party in the final 
clinch. 

“You may ask how we know the Russians 
will show these pictures after they buy them,” 
Johnston said. “Well, if you knew how much 
they paid... .” 

I wondered how much they did pay. He 
said he’d like to say exactly how much, but that 
the presidents of the studios which made the 
films wanted to keep that a trade secret. 
has a committeee at work now, choosing the 
100 movies, which will cover all aspects of 
American life. 


“Except gangster films,” Johnston said. “We're | 


not sending them any of those.” 

The list should be ready in a couple of days 
and the films themselves will be shipped to 
Stockholm, where Johnston has rented a project 
room. There the Russian censors wil! choose 
those movies which they believe will entertain 
the natives and at the same time do the least 
damage, when judiciously pruned, to their way 
of thinking. And I don’t envy those babies. It’s 
off with their heads probably, if they pick any 
pictures which indicate that America is a first- 
class place to live. And these are the only sort 
of movies that Johnston is sending across. Puts 
the censors in an uncomfortable spot. 


One other thing: Johnston said that he 
had a good look in Russia, talked with nu- 
merous big and little wigs, and got the idea 
that there'll be no war in the foreseeable 
future.

But whatever the reasons, the solidly Demo- 
cratic South ended when President Truman pro- 
posed to end racial segregation and the poll tax 
as a prerequisite to voting, make lynching a 
Federal offense and set up a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission. 

The Democratic body has split asunder, giving 
birth in the process to the States’ Rights Demo- 
cratic Party which claims the proposals invade 
the field of authority delegated to the individual 
states. 

This Party now claims it can muster with 
certainty 100 electoral votes to revenge the South 
and defeat President Truman. 


The States Righters’ real strength, however, 
seems to be concentrated in four States—South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Alabama and Louisiana. 
These States have 38 Electoral] College votes. 


As for the other votes, the States’ Righters 
say they have excellent chances of carrying Flor- 
ida and Tennessee; possibly Virginia and Ar- 
kansas, and fighting chances in Texas and North 
Carolina. Georgia is on the doubtful list. 


The Republicans, meanwhile, are campaign- 
ing as they haven’t since the days of Reconstruc- 
tion. 

They are working hard in Virginia, Georgia, 
Tennessee, Florida, Texas, Arkansas, and Lou- 
isian 


a. 
Just how deep their strength goes is highly 
problematical, but Florida, Tennessee and Vir- 


ginia have gone Republican before. 

What worries the Democrats, both factions, 
are the strong efforts the Republicans are putting 
out on the congressional and state house levels. 

In Texas, former Gov. Coke Stevenson, who 
lost the race for Senator recently by only 87 
votes, has endorsed Republican Senatorial Candi- 
date Jack Porter. 

There is a strong possibility Republicans may 
capture three House posts in Virginia. Kentucky 
is certain to have one Republican in the House, 
maybe more. The GOP candidate in the Ninth 
District is unopposed. 

Kentucky’s Senatorial race is something else 
again. Rep. Virgil Chapman, Democrat, is having 
a knock-down fight against Sherman Cooper, the 
Republican who was appointed to fill the unex- 
pired term of Sen. A. B. (Happy) Chandler. 


Chapman, to wfwh the Democratic nomination, 
had to whip strong labor opposition within his 
own party because he voted for the Taft-Hartley 
bill. So did Cooper for that matter. : 

Labor leaders, however, while failing to en- 
dorse Cooper officially, have said they won't 
vote against him. With the rest of the vote ap- 
parently split, strong support by labor of either 
probably would give him the election. 

In Tennessee, Rep. Carroll Reece, Republican, 
is making a stiff fight against Democratic Can- 
didate Estes Kefauver for the Senate. The 
GOP's candidate for governor. against Gordon 
Browning is the hill-billy enterfainer, Roy Acuff. 


Acuff and Reece together have drawn crowds 
estimated at 20,000 at one time, but since Acuff 
appears with his band, there is no way to judge 
whether the crowds came to support or be enter- 
tained. 

The Tennessee Democrats have confined them- 
selves mostly to a hand-shaking, get-out-the-vote 
campaign. 


Florida’s Republicans are putting up a good | 


fight on the presidential level and on the local 
level in four counties—Dade, Broward, Pinellas 
and Orange. 

The Republicans’ candidate for governor, Bert 
Acker, is making only a token fight. 

Though Florida has gone Republican only 


once, in 1928, the election figures for 1944 show | 
that many a Democrat voted Republican. In that | 


year, there were only 53,935 registered Republi- 
cans, but Dewey got 143,215 votes. 

There is even a chance a Republican, J. 
Paulin Duhe, may carry a congressional race in 
Louisiana. He has opposition from E, E. Willis, 
Democrat, in the Third District, which includes 
much of the state’s sugar industry and which is 
high-tariff in sentiment.

An amendment to Regulation 


"ee |\W—consumer installment credit— 
“= |\which will permit customer trials 


of appliances without prior down 
payment under certain conditions 
has been adopted by the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System. 

Effective Nov. 1, the amendment 
is designed to reduce technical dif- 
ficulties experienced by install- 
ment dealers under the regulation 
and is not intended to result in 
any relaxing of restrictions, the 
Board said. 

The amendment provides that, 
if certain specified conditions are 
followed, the seller may allow a 
trial period of not more than 10 
days without previously obtaining 
a down payment. The down pay- 
ment was heretofore required on 
an article delivered for trial in 
anticipation of an installment sale. 

Following is the amended Sec- 
tion 6(g) of Regulation W: 

“@ Delivery in anticipation of install- 


ment sale—Except as provided in the fol- 
h. in case a listed article 
is delivered in anticipation of an install- 
ment sale of that article or a similar 
article (such as delivery ‘On Approval, 
‘On Trial,’ or as a ‘Demonstrator’), the 
registrant shall require, at or before the 
time of such delivery. a deposit equal to 
the down payment that would re- 
quired on such an installment sale. 

“In order to qualify as an exception 
to the preceding paragraph, the article 
must be an article listed in Group B. 
the delivery must be exclusively for the 
purpose of a bona fide trial, approval or 
demonstration, and the registrant must,

Dr. Magnuson based his predic-| 
tion upon actuarial estimates there 
would be 6,000,000 veterans of 
World War II still living in the 

2000 and their average age 
would be 83 years. As a result, he 
anticipates the veteran case-load 
at VA hospitals in the year 2000 
will be about what it is today — 
108,000 patients. 

Dr. Magnuson said that 60 per- 
eent of the present patients in VA 
hospitals were psychiatric cases. 
(This compares Regie ora! with 
eivilian figures, he pointed out.) 
To care for such cases, he said, 
VA hospitals had embarked upon 
the world’s most extensive train- 
ing program in psychiatry and 
kindred fields. 

“Our VA hospitals are establish- 
img training posts for doctors,” he 
eontinued, “and in some branches 
of medicine we already have more 
applications for these residencies 
than we can now fill.” 


As an example of the kind of 
work the Veterans’ Administration 
is doing, Dr. Magnuson cited an 
experiment in a VA hospital at 
Minneapolis, Minn: | 

“There were in that hospital 130 
— who had been bedridden 
or periods ranging from two to 15 
years,” he-said. “As a result of 
our training program, more than 
one-half of them are now out and 
earning their own living and of 
the rest only nine are still in bed.” 

Dr. Magnuson, who returned to 
Washington last night, said the 
VA wag endeavoring to locate hos- 
pitals where there were ample 
supply of trained personnel and 
in areas where the need was great. 
Hospitals, like factories, could not 
be located without regard to per- 
sonnel and product (patients).

“He was so big,” the mothers say, showing you with compas- 
sionate hands, “and he had the bluest eyes!”, : . 

For most of them there have been several children since the 
first one, and they have had them in their homes, fixing formulas, 
changing diapets, cuddling them in the early morning, sitting be- 
side them while they fought against the illnesses of babyhood and 
wiped the tears of anger and frustration from early childhood. 

“My little girl had pneumonia last Winter, and Grady let me 
stay right with her day and night.” ... “My children have been 
so well, but they are diabetics, you know, and I try to keep them 
away from colds and infections.” ... “I’ve four little teensy ones 
with me now, and I declare I’ve got my hands full!” 

This was their talk yesterday, sharing coffee and eakes with 
the directors of the Child Welfare Association. 

There were “mothers” of all ages; settled, gray-haired ladies 

who remarked they had grown daughters and grandchildren, and 
“two foster babies”: young, bright-eyed wives who said, “We've 
just been approved! I’m a lady-in-waiting!”; and comfortable, 
middle-aged ones who said, “I’ve two adopted sons, and one ‘foster’ 
son. I only wish we could adopt him, too!” 
Because the bond of children is so strong, these foster mothers 
did not close their ranks«yesterday. There were delegates from 
churches, from women’s clubs, from parent-teacher associations, 
and scholarship groups who visited the first meeting and heard 
Harold Patterson, Child Welfare President, remind the audience 
that his organization shares the worries and joys of these ‘selected 
parents”; and heard Mrs. W. Perrin Nicholson, Jr., Chairman of 
Foster care: Mrs. Angus Perkerson, Vice President of the Board, 
and Mrs. Christine Adams, new Executive Secretary of the Child 
Welfare group, praise the work the stand-in mothers do. 

The visitors offered to help find foster homes, and they said, 
humbly, that they would do something to aid the cause themselves. 

They would be baby sitters while the substitute mothers came 
to their next meeting. It will be a little bonus for them all.
